By Him, besides Whom there is no god, that one 
amongst you acts like the people deserving Paradise until 
between him and Paradise there remains but the distance of a 
cubit, when suddenly the writing of destiny overcomes him 
and he begins to act like the denizens of Hell and thus enters 
Hell, and another one acts in the way of the denizens of Hell, 
until there remains between him and Hell a distance of a cubit 
that the writing of destiny overcomes him and then he begins 
to act like the people of Paradise and enters Paradise.
